Boone Centry Say.’ 
Thank You, Veters 


Mr. John A. Wasson, 88 years of 
age, died Tuesday afternoon a t his 
home on South State street, following 
an illness of several weeks. 
Funeral 
services, with Masonic honors, were 
conducted ut the grave in Oaklawn 
cemetery Wednesday morning a t ten 
o’clock. 
Dr. J. L. W ard spoke of the 
deceased’s long life in Decatur, pay­ 
ing tribu te to the honesty and integ­ 
rity of th e man, and his faithfulness 
to the Masonic order in Decatur. 
Mir. W asson came to Wise county 
iii 1850; a young man, from his na­ 
tive state of 
Kentucky. 
For many 
years he was engaged as a cow-hand 
on ranches in this and other sections 
of the state. 
In those days m araud­ 
ing hands of Indians roamed north­ 
west and west Texas, and it is said 
th a t Mr. Wasson, iii his teens, enlist­ 
ed and did his duty iii driving out 
the raiders. 
Later, lie engaged in the 
cattle business, and drove herds to 
the K ansas m arkets.

Corsicana, Texas, 
Aug. 
15. — Al­ 
though he had a vision of an empire 
in 
Texas, 
Stephen 
F. 
Austin, 
the 
great colonizer, could not mirror the 
Texas that is today. 
Although 
his compatriots of 
the 
same era of the early 1830,s Green 
Dewitt, Edwards, and others predict­ 
ed great things for the undeveloped 
empire they were founding, they could 
not foresee the mighty commonwealth 
of a century later. 
With dogged perseverence, Stephen 
F. Austin, “Father of Texas”, stood 
by his purpose, including time in pris­ 
ons, long sojourns among a strange 
people in a strange country, disting­ 
uished service in civil life, finally to 
fall a victim of pneumonia just a 
short time after he had been made 
secretary of state in the Texas repub­ 
lic by 8am Houston. 
For three days he had labored in 
the quaint capitol building at Colum­ 
bia on the Brazos river. The weather 
was cold, there was no heat and the 
fatal disease took hold. 
His last aet 
was for Texas. 
His last hours were 
silent in framing documents for pre­ 
sentation to the United States govern­ 
ment which eventually was to result 
in the annexation of the Republic of 
Texas. 
He lay in state at the capitol for 
two days and was buried on the es­ 
tate of a sister near Velasco. 
It is a far cry from the Texas of 
the days of Stephen F. Austin and 
tin* Texas of today. 
It is this century of progress that 
the state will celebrate with its great 
Centennial exposition in 1936. 
That century of advance is one of 
the outstanding events of all history. 
Then schools were few, the build­ 
ings were of log. 
The children track­ 
ed an unmarked wilderness in some 
cases for miles to reach the little 
building where one teacher for a per­ 
iod of three and four months taught 
the rudiments of an education to a 
mixed assembly of children and of 
grades. 
Then most of the settlers were 
along the rivers, because there was 
no method of transportation save by 
water, ox wagon or on foot. 
Then no oil fields, no gas fields, no 
coal mines, no mighty manufacturing 
plants dotted the landscape over the 
broad expanse of the state. 
(hie of Austin’s colonists, in ii let­ 
ter which has been preserved, even 
writes that a Bible could not be found 
in the settlement. 
From the oppression of a despotic 
government the colonists rebelled. 
They were commanded by the form­ 
er governor of Tennessee, the bosom 
friend of , Andrew Jackson, General 
Sam Houston, 
(hi tilt1 field of Sun 
Jacinto the few hundreds of men un­ 
der General Houston won tile six­ 
teenth decisive battle of world histo­ 
ry, this on April 21, 1836. 
But prior to that on March 2, at 
old Washington-on-the-Brazos, a hand 
of Texans laid solemnly declared that 
state to he a free and independent re­ 
public. 
They realized in the making 
of that declaration they were inviting 
and most certainly would endure a 
sanguinary conflict w*ith the enemy. 
In the conflict intervening bloody 
battles were fought. 
As a result Texas has its sacred 
shrine of the Alamo, 
it has its Lex- 
ington-Gonzales. 
It has its Goliad. 
It has its ancient mission and fortress 
of Refugio. It has the thrilling events 
centering around Nacogdoches. 
Texans of today have a century of 
romance, a century marked by valiant 
deeds of men and women, a century 
registering the most phenomenal pro­ 
gress ever recorded by a people to 
celebrate in 1936. 
It is the commemoration of this 
past, which shall be the outstanding 
feature of the celebration, that Texas 
will hold its Centennial of 1036. 
While it is paying due homage to 
tile founders of our present civiliza­ 
tion, it, shall also, in this Centennial 
accurately portray the progress of the 
century along material, spiritual, eul- 
tural, educational, social and business 
lilies. 
By contrast will be shown the few 
rude implements of civilization avail­ 
able in 1936. and how heroic has been 
the struggle to build from that in*- 
ginning into the present proud empire 
state.

Great Farm Exhibit 
At Texas State Fair 
Drouth’s Deadly Work 


Dallas, Texas, Aug. 28.—Results of 
many years of experimental work in 
dTouth resisting crops will be one of 
the principal features of the farm 
show a t the 48th annual exposition, 
State Fair of Texas, it has been an­ 
nounced here by J. A. Moore, super­ 
intendent 
of 
agriculture, 
who 
has 
been working with officials of Texas 
A_ & AI. College and other agricultu­ 
ral agencies of the state in gathering 
such exhibits. 
Siiecial preparation of the soil, spe­ 
cial drouth resisting seeds, and spe­ 
cial means of cultivation are neces­ 
sary for these crops aud all of these 
methods and results thereof will la4 
shown in the State Fair agricultural 
show. 
One feature of this method of 
farming will be4 an exhibit of corn 
where under the terrible drouth con­ 
ditions the farmers raise a thirty-five 
bushel corn crop, while his neighbor's 
corn across tin* road was a total fail­ 
ure. 
Agricultural agencies of Texas have 
been experimenting with such crops 
for several years, but the 1034 season 
has provided the first real tests for 
them and the results will I*4 exhibit­ 
ed for the first time at the fair, open­ 
ing Saturday, October 6, and extend­ 
ing thru Sunday, October 21.

A real calamity has befallen Texas 
J as a result of the drouth and acreage 
i reduction together. 
It will not be 
possible to make up in increased price 


J what will he lost in production. There 
is more probability of 15-eent cotton 
now, of course, since the indicated 
crop is only a little more than 9,000,- 
000 bales. 
But even at 15 cents a 
pound, the indicated Texas crop of 
only 2,382,000 bales would bring only 
,$178,650,(KH), plus the government pay­ 
ments, which are not likely to be 
much more than $40,000,000. 
As a 
matter of fact, the indicated crop at 
20 cents a pound would bring a small­ 
er gross return than last year's crop 
brought. 
Great loss and much priva­ 
tion and suffeing are going to result 
from this calamity. 
It will increase 
the relief roll as a m atter of course. 
And everything possible must In4 done 
to mitigate the suffering. 
However, 
if it should all result in creating a 
better understanding among our peo­ 
ple of the real situation they are fac­ 
ing, a situation more serious than the 
effects of one season’s drouth, that 
would at least be something oil the 
other side of the ledger. 
There is a 
sense in which it may be truly said 
that most of the world’s troubles 
since the world war have resulted 
from uninformed aud mistaken public 
opinion. 
And certainly it cannot bo 
said that there has lieen well inform­ 
ed public opinion in Texas about mat­ 
ters most vitally affecting the people 
of Texas. 
We have in mind particu­ 
larly cotton, and the importance of 
th e,foreign market intimately and di- 
deetly. 
And we have in mind the un­ 
settled condition of the world and the 
unsolved problems related to that con­ 
dition. 
In Texas above all places, 
there should be a well informed bail­ 
lie opinion on such things, and it 
should is4 reflected in the attitude of 
Texas public men, 
especially those

We do not doubt that the pres­ 
ent calamity will cause much reac­ 
tion among the farmers with respect 
to the whole question of acreage cur­ 
tailment and reduced production, and 
we may at least hope that such reac­ 
tion may point in tho right direction.
